appointment of a secretary, book- keepers, architects,

| THE DEATH OF MR, WALTER MONTGOMERY 


is a serious lesson of our time, and a warning against 
that constant excitement which is characteristic of 
what is called “professional Ше” in the present 
day.

Berlin, as yet free 
from the scourge, is fast being drawn within its 
deadly shadow. During the last few days fatal 
cholera cases have occurred at Dantsic, Elbing, 
Altona, Coblentz, Leipsic, and Vienna, In other 
words, the shores of the Baltic and the North Sea, 
the banks of the Rhine and the Danube, and the 
centre of Germany have been simultaneously visited. 
As usual in the early stages of the disease, in which 
it is restricted to individual cases, a controversy has 
arisen in some of those towns whether the enemy 
they have to wrestle with is the real Asiatic fiend or 
a bad sort of dysentery. This is a dispute which at 
the beginning of the epidemic cannot be well decided. 
On the one d, cholera does not always display 


hand, the worst cases of dysentery have exactly the 
same outward symptoms as cholera, and even to the 
anatomist display the same peculiar disorganisation 
of the body. n addition to the localities just 
touched by 16, the е continues to rage at 
Königsberg and in the neighbouring districts of East 
Prussia. At Königsberg about 140 persons are seized 
daily, of whom one third succumb, The intelligence 
we receive from :

In the town of Astracan 
the first case occurred on July 14, from which date to 
Aug. 6 552 cases and 326 deaths are recorded.

THE “DEVIL'S JUMPS” TRAGEDY. 

The appearance of Mrs. Carrington before the 
Farnham. magistrates to give evidence against the 
man charged with attempting to murder her having 
attracted fresh attention to the Devil's Jumps 
Tragedy,’’ the reader may be interested in the scene 
of the crime, and in the portraits of the principal 
personages concerned. We accordingly engrave the 
residence of Mr. Carrington, with the Devil's 
Jumps in the background, and the police examina- 
tion, from sketches taken by a Special Artist.

At fifty yards 
hambers's crow wore two lengths ahead. Winship's 


crew pulled with great resolution, and at 200 yards 
had gained upon Chambers’s crew, who were now 
obly about three yards in advance of Winship’s, the 
Biglin and Pryor crews following close together ; 
while the Roche crew, who were thus early beaten in 
the race, were fully fifty lengths behind the leading 
boat. At two miles Chambers’s crew were fully 150 
yardsahead. But, unfortunately for them, they now 
got out of their course, and 
Lost 200 YARDS. 

Winship’s crew now took the lead, the Pryor and 
Biglin crews following, and Chambers’s crew next. 
The race home was rowed at a tremendous pace; 
but, notwithstanding tremendous exertions on the 
part of Chambers’s crew, they were unable to.make 
up lost ground. Winship’s crew continued to lead 
for the remainder of the distance, but the Pryor 
crew rowed them a most determined race in the last 
two miles, while the Biglin crew exerted themselves 
with the most praiseworthy pluck to maintain the 
honour of the United States. The Halifax men 
failed to fairly overhaul Winship’s four, who came 
in winners by a length and a half; Chambers’s crew 
were third, two lengths behind the Pryor crew, and 
the Biglin crew finished half a length in rear of the 
third. The Barton crew were fourth, and the Roche 
crew, who were hopelessly beaten, absolutely last. 
In consequence of the roughness of the water the 
time was only slow, the actual period occupied by the 
winners in covering the six miles being forty-five 
minutes forty-five seconds. 

Winship’s crew rowed a thoroughly game race; 
for, though at one period their chance seemed to be 
gone; they never lost confidence. The white

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FASHIONS FROM “LE FOLLET.” 
WHITE 
is very much worn, both at the seaside and in country 
houses; muslin, alpaca, cashmere, grenadine, sul- 
tane, and even silk, are the favourite materials for 
these dresses. Costumes that are intended simply 
for the seashore or country lanes generally have the 
petticoat made of some fancy mixed or woollen 
fabric, trimmed with velvet or reps, and the tunic, 
casaque, or polonaise of a different material. We 
have seen some very pretty cambric and percale 
petticoats, trimmed with very closely-plaited flounces, 
headed with insertions of white embroidery. These, 
worn with an upper dress of some white material— 
such as linos, for instance—are very effective and 
very easily washed. All shades of grey are much 
worn; and grisaille—that is, a mixture of black and 
white—is very much а la mode. The batiste богц 


is still in very great favour; but the согце 
guipure, with which it was generally trim- 
med, has had to cede the pas to broderie 


Anglaise, which is most fashionably employed 
for a variety of materials and in many different 
manners. White muslin is very much worn, trimmed 
with embroidered muslin insertions and lace edgings ; 
those dresses intended for indoor wear have long 
trains and tunics or polonaises. The white muslin 
fichus and casaques are very elegant, and are made 
in a variety of shapes and styles. The former are 
generally tied behind withalongsash. Thecasaques 
are generally made with a hood or large square 
collar. The sleeves are open. Foulards and the 
Danish silk alpacas are much worn; the former are 
more dressy, and at the same time more expensive. 
Taffeta, which has been so long forsaken for the 
richer makes of silk, such as poult de soie, faille, and 
gros grain, is very much in favour just now, though, 
of course, the last-named qualities will take the pre- 
cedence as the autumn advances; at present taffeta 
is quite as good and thick a silk as is required for 
costumes or underskirts to thin materials. Fine 
cashmere will be much worn, ecially for polo- 
naises; we have seen several prepared for our lead- 
ing élégantes, some very finely braided, others em- 
broidered in silk by hand, Guipure is worn with 
either of these trimmings. 


THE OUTDOOR DRESSES 


are made just to touch the ground. Short dresses, 
showing the top of the boot, are for children only. 
For dinner and evening wear and weddings or very 
ceremonious visits 1 skirts are de rigueur, and 
short ones perfectly inadmissible. The fulness is 
thrown quite to the back in everything—skirts, 
tunics, and mantles—leaving the front quite plain. 
Both long and short skirts are less full than formerly, 
being only just sustained by a small crinoline. There 
is no diminution in the size of the tournures. Bodices 
are worn open, the square form being reserved for 
evening or dressy occasions. Morning dresses are 
open en cœur or en châle; this fashion gives an 
opportunity of wearing chemisettes and gimps ina 
myriad elegant devices, and the arrangements of 
beautiful embroideries and lace are quite intricate. 
There are no particularly new shapes in sleeves; our 
clever modistes know how to give them an appear- 
ance of novelty by the alteration of a plait or a bow, 
or some slight modification of the trimming. Those 
ladies who have been faithful to the coat sleeve’ will, 
we think, reap their reward as the winter advances, 


PLAIN LINEN COLLARS AND CUFFS 
are made in a variety of forms. Some are edged 
with a crossway band of coloured or striped linen for 
first morning wear. Others are trimmed round with 
a tiny plaiting of muslin or frill of lace. They are 
made in many different shapes, sometimes a little 
open at the throat, with turned-back revers. The 
sailor collar, in linen, is no longer in good style, but 
may ap again to enliven sombre winter toilettes. 
The under-sleeves worn are very small, and slightly 
fulled at the wrist, under a fall of lace or some hand- 
some trimming. The casaques and polonaises for 
outdoor wear are most elegant, both in shape and 
ornament, 
BONNETS, 
are decidedly larger and higher; they have large 
wide crowns, but no curtains; sometimes a deep lace 
falls from the back. Black lace and tulle are the 
most suitable materials for the present season; they 
are very convenient for ladies away from town, as by 
the mere substitution of one flower or feather for 
another they can be made to suit any toilette. 
Dahlias are very fashionable for Chantilly lace bon- 
nets ; white iris or coloured laburnums for tulle, or 
for a lighter lace.

SPRING FLOWERS 


must be thought of in the autumn by those who would 
enjoy them in their proper season. We therefore 
remind all whom the reminder may concern that the 
time has arrived for planting herbaceous plants of all 
kinds, and all the hardy, bulbous, and tuberous 
rooted plants that are valued for their flowers in spring. 

There can be nothing more brilliant for spring 
colouring in a small garden than groups of crocuses, 
hyacinths, and tulips, in beds surfaced with arabis 
alysum, aubrietia, and other such close-spreading and 
free-flowering plants. 


WINTER SALADING, 


To ensure a continuous supply of winter salading 
much thought and attention is required, as well as 
the proper means and appliances for sheltering and 
hastening the growth of the several subjects neces- 
sary to the salad-bowl. Lettuces are important sub- 
jects, and much depends upon the time the seed is 
sown for coming into use at different periods of the 
winter. Those sown towards the end of July will 
maintain a supply up till Christmas with protection ; 
this they must have in some shape. They can remain 
where they are till the end of this month or the 
middle of October, and then be taken up and planted 
in a cold frame or under hand-glasses, ground 
vineries, or cloches. 

Endive is particularly valuable for winter, and, 
with the help of portable ground vineries, there 
ought to be no difficulty in keeping up a supply, 
with hearts as firm and white as a summer lettuce, 


FRUIT GARDEN. 

The old raspberry-canes which have been in bear- 
ing during the summer ought to be cut away at once, 
to give the young canes intended for bearing next 
season 8 chance to develop themselves. The young 
canes ought also to be thinned out, leaving four or 
five of the strongest ; and canes rising any distance 
from the main stools must be cut entirely away. 

Outdoor vines must have the laterals stopped back, 
and the branches disposed so as to expose the fruit 
fully to the sun, to give it every chance to ripen. 

Give the finishing touches to the wall-trees, and 
nail the shoots in at once, to give them a chance of 
being well matured. 

Gather apples and pears as fast as they are suf- 
ficiently advanced, for they will be flat in flavour 
and not keep so well if left on the treestoolong. On 
the other hand, carefully guard against gathering 
too soon, as the fruit of these subjects shrivel long 
before they are fit for use. Instead of tumbling 
them into the basket, and thence on to the shelves 
of the fruit-room carelessly, handle each fruit as ten- 
derly as a ripe peach, to prevent their being bruised. 

SEEDLING HOLLYHOCKS, 

Plants from seed sown now will, if managed pro- 
perly, flower well next season. Sow the seed thinl 
in pots or seed-pans filled with rather light and ric 
soil. Pot them off singly when strong enough to 
handle and put them іп 8-іп. pots. Although holly- 
hocks are reputed hardy, the safest plan will he to 
winter them in a cold frame and plant out early in 
March.
